Ohf nitflkt lo Sell 8hlps->Tl»e Law 
o f ISIH. 
Throughout Russia the movement for the 
creation of a fleet of ornisers has assumed 
the phase of a patriotic demonstration. In 
the popular oouiprehension of the scheme 
it appears that the shi^js for tho purpose are 
to he purchased in loreigri countries and 
paid for, as far as possible, by popular sub­ 
scription, or by the muniftcence of indi­ 
viduals or associations like that of tho Mos­ 
cow merchants, wliom tho Czarowitch has 
j list thanked for u contribution of lour hun­ 
dred thousand roubles. But the ships thus 
supplied to the government will be­ 
come Kussiun national ships, will be 
subjeut to the disposition of tbe Rus.siau 
naval authorities and will fly the national 
colors. 'I hough tho designation of “ volun­ 
teer fleet" has been used this does not seem 
to imply that tho ships will bo loss national 
in their maritime character than any mun- 
ol'-war in i^ur own nuvy would be if given to 
the government by a rich merciuint rather 
than built in tho national navy yards. In 
fact, tho Russians seem to have adopted 
this scheme by way of a substuntial re­ 
sponse to that spirit of patriotie bluster 
that has fllljd all tho British beer shops 
with Jingo songs lor some months past. Eng-, 
land, say the minstrels, has tho ships and 
the men and tho money. Russia, say tho 
Russians, bus tho men, and with whut 
mouey w'o can spare wo will help her to got 
tho ships. 
Naturally this movement has attracted 
attention outside of Russia, especially hero, 
where the ship.s have been sought ; and iu 
England, where it has boen tho fashion to 
doubt that thoro existed in Russia any ele­ 
ment of this sort of popular inspiration and 
impulse. Cummout iu the Luudoii journals 
h.is been iu great part based upon an opin- 
i(jn extensively entertained within Her 
Majesty’s dominions that tho world is a 
placo in which Englishmen are at liberty 
to do what they please, but in which other 
men must explain their motives. One section 
of the British public, sufiadently large to 
support a press devoted to the special main­ 
tenance of its views, thought tbo Ministry 
would be justiflod in demanding “a cate­ 
gorical explanation 
from tho Russian 
Foreign Office concerning the reported 
armament of Russian privateers in tho 
United States. ’’ Terhaps in a day or two 
more the same authority would have urged 
the government to demand an explanation 
Irom the United States on tho same subject, 
and would bavo suggested that for the sake 
of appearances England should in both 
eases accompany tho demand with an ex­ 
planation of her own recent warlike prep­ 
arations. 
But the British government 
WOK inspired with difFcrcnt conceptions; for 
when an inquiry directed to tho point was 
made in tho House of Commons on Tues­ 
day night the Attorney General said that 
“ho had hoard of thu shi])s purchased by 
persons said to act on behalf of Russia, bat 
thought there was no reason to suppose .that 
the ships would bo employed in the event 
of war 08 privateers in coutruvoution of the 
Paris declaratiuu. There is no reason to 
believe, he said, that the Unitod States will 
depart from observance of tho throe rules 
of tho W ashington Treaty. 
There is no 
nocessity for discussing thu responsibility 
resting on tho governments of Russia and 
tho United States, since there is no reason 
to suppose that they would violate their re­ 
spective engagements.’’ In other words. 
Her Majesty’s Attorney General knew what 
was his business and what was other people’s 
business, and was inclined that all should 
respectively mind their own. 
On our side the Atlantic it cannot but be 
profitable to take particular notice of thli 
distinct English declaration on thu relations 
of nations to one another in a time of peace. 
It involves the rational, sound and whole­ 
some views of those relations, and bints 
at tho impropriety of making imper­ 
tinent inquiries into tho acts or inten­ 
tions of goverumonts that must be assntncd 
to bo honest iu all cases and Iriendly wbi'U 
not at war. Unfortunately our own attitude, 
as declared in our laws, o.s there appears to 
be a disposition to interpret them, is far 
less liandsomo and less worthy tho 
dignity proper to int<roourso between 
tho governments of great nations. 
If 
the statute of IKIH is not a dead letter 
the simple iact of tho purchase of a ship 
in any American port by tho ngunt of a 
foreign govcrmnent empowers and ap­ 
parently reipurcH the United States govern­ 
ment to investigate tho motives und inten­ 
tions witli whieh thu purchiiso is made, It 
is to bo osKUiucd always that the govcrtiiiient 
of an independent Htate is re.sponsiblo tojr 
its acts iu a legitimate wiiy, and that it is in 
contravention ol its dignity to inquire into 
them in any other than a legitimate way ; 
yet this slututc cun only bo oniorced 
through the exercise of a surveillnncii that 
regard.-, the government of a friendly nation 
ivs unable to appear in our markets save 
ivith purposes that are criminal under our 
laws. 
By the provisions of that law every mer­ 
chant in the Unite d States who may Imvo 
a sliii> to sell is regarded somewhat iu the 
light ol the ticket-oi-ieiivc man of the Eng­ 
lish criminal systoin from tho luomont tiiat 
war becomes likely in any foreign country ‘ 
or b< tween any two lorcigu I’owers. As the , 
ticki t-of-leavu man iu at large on Ins own 
good beliiivior, hut luiist, in any emergency, 
jirovo tho innocence of hi.s acts wluro 
another may dofv Ihc authorities lo prove 
guilt, Ku thu mercliniit in tbo United 
States with shii»s to sell is a man to be 
subjecteil to tho espionage of the police irom 
the moment that war anywhere becomes 
probable or po.ssibb. He is no longer in 
the possossiou of the common jirivilego cf 
a eili/.en to bo presnm nl innocent. H ols 
a presumed offender and must give an ac­ 
count of himself to preventive ju.stico. No 
other natiiiii has a statute so illiberal and 
degrading, fur no other nation was ever 
placed iu the position In which wo wun» 
when that law was enacted; and if any bad 
been we doubt whotlier, w ith such preten­ 
sions as ours to indopi ndenci-, they would 
have permitted such a law to be extorted 
Iroui their timidity. In tbo early years of 
thu century nearly all Spanish Amorica 
was in revolt against the mother country, 
and

ngiiinst 
Spanish forces and iu tho similar coiiUicls 


of Mexico, men from this country oper­ 
ating on land and sea gave their share of 
trouble to the attem pt to put the colonies 
down. Privateers out of our ports cruised 
against Spanish commerce und complicated 
our relations with Spain, while hostile ex­ 
peditions were fitted out on oar uoii with 
such effect that these States became the real 
base of operations against Spanish dominion 
on this bide tho Atlantic. In such a con­ 
dition, and to prevent the unpleasant conse­ 
quences that the condition was likely to 
produce, the statute of 1818 was drawn in 
tho stringent terms in which it limits tho 
right of our merchants to sell ships. Made 
in such circumstances it is a national di.- 
grace and should have disappeared ere ibis. 
If any appeal should be made to this law 
to cripple tho operations hero of tho patri­ 
otic Russians we doubt if the courts will 
take tho same view of the intent of tho 
law that is said to be token in the Cabinet 
In every opinion given by tho Attorney 
Generals on the effects of this statute it has 
boen hold that tho actual existence of war 
was necessary to give it effect

The average expression one hoars relative 
to the happy change in tho management o f 
tho Academy of Music is that it came none 
too soon. YVe are prepared to go further 
and say our only regret is that it was not 
made many years ago. Hero was a fine 
opera house that went begging for lossoos. 
Uccasionally some well meaning German 
singers ivaudcrod thither for u few nights 
to remind us for what purpose tho building 
was designed. Of late years wo should else 
havj lorgotteu, for on the other occasions 
when its doors were opened it was for balls 
or college commencements, according to 
season, with an occasional night of very 
dismal “original comedies.” The grand old 
house had become a byword and reproach. 
With Mr. August Belmont as President of 
tho Board of Directors it is very certain we 
shall change all that His name is itself 
assurance of a successful opera season next 
winter.

Our correspondent at Brussels, in a de­ 
spatch from that city this morning, says 
that the government of Belgium is not 
satisfied with tho position in which it 
and its M inister at Washington (Mr. 
Delfosse) have been placed by tbe diplo­ 
matic correspondence sent to tbo S -nnte last 
March In regard to the eircumstances of his 
api>ointiiicnt as the umpire on tho Fishery 
Commission. It complains that owing to 
tho incompleto publication then in.vdo 
its own action and that of Mr. Delfosse have 
been placed in a wrong light, and it has de­ 
termined to ask our goveinincut to make a 
correction by a full publication. The selec­ 
tion of Mr. Delfosse, it will be romcinbercfl, 
was objected to from the very beginning by 
our government In tho list of Ministei-s 
submitted by Mr. Fish to Sir Edward Thorn­ 
ton his name was omitted, but notwith­ 
standing this marked objection Mr. Delfosse 
was finally chosen umpire by Count Boust, 
the Austrian Ambassador at London. 'Iho 
correspondence shows tlmt Mr. Delfosse was 
entirely ignorant that an objection had ever 
been raised by Mr. Fisli to liis selection. If 
ho had been aware of the fact ho would not, 
of course, have served on tho commis­ 
sion. But while the uorrespnudeiico ao- 
(¡uitted him of all blame in tho iimttcr, 
it nevertheless placed him through no 
fault of his own in an unforlunato and un­ 
favorable position.

The report of the Hoase Committee on 
the alleged China Consulate scandals will 
be found in the H ebald’s Washington cor­ 
respondence to-day. 
Charges were pre­ 
ferred against George F. Seward, late Con­ 
sul General at Shanghai and at present 
Minister of the Unitod States at Peking, 
and O. H. Bradford, lute Vice Consul Gen­ 
eral and Postal Agent at Shanghai. The 
investigation has not boen completed in 
Mr. Sewoid's ease, but iu the case of the 
Vico Consul the charges are held to have 
been proved, und a majority of the commit­ 
tee recommends his impeachment. Two 
members entertain doubts as to whether 
the position hold by Bradford is one in 
which impeachment proceedings can be 
taken, tu t they agree with their associates 
in pronouncing tho charges established by 
the proof, and recommend the reference of 
all tho testimony to the Judiciary Commit­ 
tee for such action as it may deem proper. 
The articles of impeachment presented 
by the committee reveal a state of afi'uirs 
absolutely sturtliug. The oharge tbai tho 
ex-Vice Consul General became interested 
in the construction of railroads in China, 
and managed by sharp practice to build 
such roads despite the well known opposi­ 
tion and against the wishes of the native 
authorities and people, would not be judged 
very severely. While tho official position 
occupied by Bradford made it improper 
that ho should enter into speculations of 
that kind he might be regarded as a public 
benefactor if he did manage to build rail­ 
roads or causo them to bo built against tbo 
stupid prejudices of tho Chinese authori­ 
ties. But tho gravest accusations against 
him are those relating to his alleged official 
corruptions und tyrannical conduct toward 
citizens of tho United States in China. If 
the charges embraced in some of the ar­ 
ticles are true—and the committee declares 
them to be substantiated by the evidence— 
Bradford took advantage of his position to 
commit aots of the grossest oppression and 
injuHtioo toward his own countrymen, en­ 
couraged, no doubt, by their helpless con­ 
dition in such a country and trusting to 
his own standing and influence with tho 
Chinese authorities to hold him harmless. 
It is almost impossible to credit some of tbe 
accusations formulated by the committee, 
for tho reason that any sane man must 
have known that complaints would reach 
our government, and that sooner or later ho 
would bo oalled to account. It is startliDg 
to think that Americans going into a semi- 
barbarous country, where they most need 
the protecting arm of their own govern­ 
ment, should find the official representa­ 
tivos of that government the first to oppress 
and wrong them. Unless tho committee is 
greatly in error tho ex-Vioe Consul General 
is a disgrace, not only to tho American gov­ 
ernment, but to tbe American name. In 
justice to him some public trial of the 
charges made against him ought to be 
held, in order that ho may have an oppor­ 
tunity to disprove them if they are un­ 
founded. 
8uppresalii|r V oltalrv. 
Many admirers of Voltaire in Franco have 
determined to celebrate a Voltairean 
centenary by the appropriate method 
of a wide diffhsion of Voltaire’s thonghts. 
They have made a selection of pas­ 
sages from his writings, and propose 
a gratuitous distribution of a volume 
of these throughout France, and they put 
a chance lo tako_ part in the centenary 
at the easy rate of a contribution 
to the innd for this purpose. War is made 
on this project by tho Catholic prelates, 
and one of them has asked the governuicnt 
to interlerc. But the government happily 
responds that it cannot prosecute writings 
that have been printed a million times and 
aro in circulation. It is certainly rather 
late to try to head off Voltaire with a cen­ 
sorship.

The Grand Jury is evidently resolved to 
put a stop to tho nuisanc.>s to which their 
attention his boen directed by Recorder 
Haokett The large noinbor of indictments 
they have olready found is an earnest of 
their good intentions. 
It is stated that the 
inquiry into tho action of tho Board of 
Health and its responsibility for tho cxis- 
toDoo of tho nuisances has been postponed 
for a few days for tho purpose of securing 
additional evidence. It would bo unjust to 
indict the owners of the slaughtering 
houses, snap factories, hide, skin and tal­ 
low yards, petroleum works, fat rendering 
cstiibhslmients, fertilizing factories, ninnuro 
heaps, Ac., who hold permits from tho 
Bimrd of Health and to loavo unindicted 
the health officials who have thus in a 
iiioasure sanctioned these nuisances and 
who have at least done nothing to put a 
stop to them. Mon who obtain a permit 
from an official liourd to follow a certain 
lino of bnsinesH may well aup|>oso that they 
are within tho law, especially when they 
receive no notice that in the use they make 
of the permit they are violating tho law- and 
( ndaiiiDring tho public health. Tbo ..ffi- 
ccrs of the Health D(ipartnieiit endeavor 
to make light of those permits, but no 
one can legally follow certain businisscs 
that lire offensive in their character 
and annoying and dangerous to tho 
public without them. 
Before they are 
granted, therefore, it is the duty of the 
officers who grant them to bo satisfied that 
they are not going to be used to create 
nuisances or to locate an offensive business 
in a neighborhoo l where it is likely to bo 
injurious to property and hazardous to 
health. The proof of tho wilful negligence 
of tho Board of lloalth is to bo found iu tho 
very existonoo of these many nuisances at 
this time. Tho Grand Jury will fail in its 
duly 11 it does not indict tho principal 
officials of tho Board, whose spasmodio 
activity, now that tho fear of an indictment 
is before their eyes, is, in tact, an admission 
of guilt. 
'J ho Grand Jury are, it is said, now in­ 
quiring into tho action of the Board of 
Aldermen, who Imvo granted permission for 
tho obstruction of tho streets nnd avenues 
in direct violation of law and after repeated 
vetoes by tho .Mayor, protests by tho Com- 
iiiissioiier of Fublio Works and adverse 
opinions by tho Corporation Counsel. It is 
to be hoped tho Grand Jury will teach tho 


Aldermen ttiat they are not above tno law 
and have no special privilege to set it at 
defiance. The street encumbrances have 
grown to be an 
unbearable 
nui­ 
sance, and the eagerness with which 
permission to make illegal use of the 
sidewalks is sought may be gathered from 
the statement made by Alderman Morris 
that the firm of Maoy &Co. had been offered 
one thousand dollars by a pedler for their 
consent to the erection of a stand on the 
sidewalk in front of their store. This shows 
that tho permissions given out witli so 
liberal a hand by the Aldermen have large 
pecuniary value to somebody. But tbey 
are in direct conflict with the law, and tho 
insolent persistency with which the Alder­ 
men continue to distribute them shows a 
remarkable contempt for law and is a direct 
defiance of the present Grand Jury.
